Lake Okeechobee should pro- 
duce a world record black bass, 
no doubt about that — yet Lake 
Okeechobee continues not to do 


so. And thereby hangs a tale, 
worth the telling and then some. 
First, let us look at the ac- 
companying picture of Charlie 
*Spross, famous Florida angler 
(since 1919) who is holding up a 
10-pound black bass he caught 
recently in a Central Florida 
lake. Charlie often catches 
them larger than this, but I 
have no picture of him with a 
larger bass at the moment. 
"This particular 10-pounder 
was taken by Charlie within a 
few minutes after he began 
fishing — I simply caught a 
very large shingt, using a No. 
20 hook with a dough-ball for 
bait, and handed the shiner, to 
Charlie, pronto. He hooked it 
‘on, tossed thelively bait out into 
a deep spot — and WHAM, the 
big one took hold. As easy as 
that. After a struggle we had 
Charlie's bass in a landing net. 
So much for all of that, Four- 
teen-and-fifteen pound black 
‘bass are not uncommon in many 
Florida lakes. The world rec- 
ord black bass, however, was 
taken in South-Georgia and 
weighed 22 pounds, 4 oz. 
* Now, some little time back I 
remember being out on Torry 
‘Island and swapping yarns with 
some of the "salts" there. I 
feel sure that I do not misquote 
one Capt. "Slim" Corbin when 
Isay he assured me that, in the 


Okeechobee seining crews used 
to catch “plenty of enormous 
black bass,” some of which 
would go, so he said, “twenty 
to twenty-five pounds apiece.” 
Now I did not doubt the cap- 
tain then and donot doubt him 
now.

Taxes; Foreign Policy, and Communism Issues That 
Should Be Discussed During Congressional Campaign

What do rank and file voters 

in the U. S. today regard as the 
most important issues that 
should be discussed during the 
coming months by the nation's 
Congressional candidates? 

To determine the answer to 
this all-important question, the 
U. S. Poll sent its reporters 
across the nation to ask a repre- 
sentative cross-section of the 
nation's voters the following 
question: 

"What do you personally 
regard as the most important 
issue (problem) that should 
be discussed in the coming 
Congressional election cam- 
paign?" 

Results of the nationwide sur- 
vey show that four issues are 
uppermost on the minds of 
American voters at the present 
time: 

1, Unemployment - business 
conditions: jobs, business condi- 
tions; way to keep country out 
of depression (2596 of all those 
naming an issue mentioned it.) 

2. Taxes and tax relief: tax 
reduction (18% mention.) 

3. Foreign policy: foreign af- 

handling Russian and the 
Reds; Korea; Indo-China; inter- 
national affairs (13% mention- 
ed it.) 

4. Communism: elimination 

of communism in the U. S; 
handling subversives; ridding 
country of communists (1096 
mentioned it.) 
In all, two out of every three 
(66%) of all those mentioning 
an issue named one of the above 
four. 

Next most important issues 
with the nation's voters, judging 
by the number of mentions are: 

5. The farm problems: farm 
prices (Mentioned chiefly in the 
East and West Central States 
and the South.) 

6. National security: 
quate defense. 

7. Honest, clean  govern- 
ment; better government. 

8. Increased social security; 
present payments inadequate. 

9. Juvenile delinquency, 

10. Civil rights and racial 
problems (Mentioned chiefly in 
the South.)

In the West Central States 
(Iowa, Kansas, Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, Missouri, Nebraska, 
North Dakota, and South Da- 
kota), farm problems, unem-

tests at the Everglades Experi- 
ment Station. 

J. C. Stephens, drainage en- 
gineer with the station who has 
led this project, says that the 
southern naiad can be controll- 
ed by these oils, which are ob- 
tainable from regional sources. 
He declares that low cost sol- 
vents, oils and gasolines can be 
blended with a cheap grade of 
heavy, mixed chlorinated ben- 
zenes to make these aquatic 
herbicides, 

These herbicides can be car- 
jed to meet different infestation 
and application conditions. Com- 
pressed gasses — such as car- 
bon dioxide and nitrogen — 
supply propelling power for 
spray-application of these her- 
icides economically and safely. 
Stephens points out that pre- 


‘liminary toxicity tests show that 


there is little danger to crop 
plants or animals from treated 
ditches containing these herbi- 
cides at the concentrations need- 


control. Tests on this phase of 
the work are still in progress. 

Use of these herbicides is po- 
tentially quite important, be- 
cause dense growths of the 
southern naiad seem to have 
become more common since wa- 
ter hyacinths have been killed 
with 2, 4-D. The weed severely 
retards the flow of water in 
drainage systems, and so en- 
dangers valuable crops and live- 
stock in this area of flat country 
and heavy storm rainfall. It also 
hampers irrigation during dry 
seasons. : 

Exact costs for such herbici- 
dal treatments cannot be deter- 
mined as yet, Stephens points | 
out. The method will be cheap- | 
er than at present when it is| 
used on a larger scale.

Social Security Survivor 

Benefits, Most Armed Forces 
active duty personnel are un- 
aware of the benefits “made! 
available to their survivors as 
a result of amendments to the} 
Social Security Act. The bene- | 
fits accrue to dependents of mili- | 
ary personnel who die on ac- 
e duty. These benefits may 
be taken into consideration inj 
{planning insurance estates for 
survivors. 

All military personnel on ac- 
tive duty between September 
16, 1940 and July 1, 1955 are 
given a credit of $160.00 month- 
ly, as though they were employ- 
ed in an industry and earning 
$160 per month. There are no 
deductions made from military 
pay for this ‘wage credit’, This | 
credit is given to all military | 
personne! whether or not they! 
have ben employed by an indus- 
try covered by the Social Secur- 
ity Act 

Presuming the military mem- 
ber has no other Social Secur- 
ity credits and has at least 18 
months active service at the 
time of death, a lump sum 
death payment of $192 will be| 
given his widow. In addition,| 
ja monthly benefit to his sur- 
vivors will be computed on the 
basis of his military wage credit 
as follows: Widow and 1 child, | 
$96 monthly; widow and 2 chil- | 
dren, $128 monthly; widow and 
3 or more children $128.10 
monthly; and, widow and no 
children, no monthly benefit4 
until she reaches age 65, at 
which time, if unremarried, she 
will receive monthly payments 
of $48 

If the military member dies 
leaving no widow, widower or 
child eligible for monthly bene- 
fits, dependent parents may be 
awarded monthly benefits when 
they reach age 65. The monthly 
benefit for a dependent parent 
is $48. If both parents were de- 
pendents on the military mem- 
ber and are over 65, the month- 
ly benefit will be $48 for each 
parent, 

Social Security payments are 
not automatic and th? benefic- 
iaries must make application to 
the nearest Social Security filed 
office.
